It is not told whether tile British vic­ 
tims were distributing American or 
British 
propaganda 
their 
punish-, 
ment, in any event, seems to presage ( 
a similar fate for Americans caught i 
committing tile same offense. 
The New York Times points o u t l i e 
peculiar topsy-turvy reasoning involv-J 
ed in this procedure, 
lf the Britisli 
airmen had been bombarding defense­ 
less towns, after the German manner, 
they would no doubt have been treat­ 
ed as prisoners of war. 
In dropping 
a peaceful message they were wholly 
within their military rights. 
Thus. "if 
they had violated the laws 
of 
war. 
Germany would net have punished 
them; but because they did not violate 
the laws of war, she punishes them as 
violators of the laws of war." 


And yet, as tile Times admits, there's 
method in the Prussian madness—as 
usual. 
The missiles dropped by the 
British airmen. like those that our own 
airtneu will drop by milieus as our 
campaign opens up. were tar more 
deadly than bombs.
